Are The Vork Indifferent? 


Every Presidential campaign in the United States is remarkable in one 
Or more ways, but probably the most remarkable feature of the recent cam- 
paign was the strenuous effort made to induce men and women quallfied to | 
vote to go to the polls anu exercise their franchise. When people are denied | 
the franchise there is continual agitation to obtain it, and not infrequently in 
the history of this old world has the insistent demand of people to enjoy the 
tights of self-government resulted in revolution. But once that right has 
been accorded them, what a large percentage of the people display neglect and 
Indifference in the exercise of their franchise through which alone can they 
really govern themselves. 

If the great mass of voters neglect to cast, their ballots, democracy is in 
danger because they are leaving the door wide open to ‘the entry of interested 
parties and cliques and interests with personal axes to grind rather than a 
patriotic desire to advance the welfare of the country as a whole. All stu- 
dents and lovers of democracy realize the danger that exists, consequently in 
the recent Presidential election an unprecedented effort was made to arouse 
the volers from their apathy and get them to the polling booths. 

In the Presidential election of 1896 when William Jennings Bryan made 
his famous campaign for “free silver,’ eighty per cent. of the qualified voters 
went to the polls. A quarter of a century later in 1912 with all the excite- 
ment of a three-cornered contest between’ Wilson, Taft and Roosevelt, only 
62 per cent. of the voters actually voted, and every election between these 
dates revealed a steady decline. 

During the weeks preceding this year’s election every known device was 
employed by the National Civic Federation in a great “get out the vote” cam- 
paign to remedy this state of affairs and arouse the voters to a sense of their 
responsibilily. The radio, the movies, the newspaper and magazine press, 
ringing bells, blowing sirens, tooling whistles, the pasting of stickers on auto- 
mobiles and milk bottles, the offering of a magnificent trophy to the state 
recording the largest proportional increase in votes cast, and advertising on a 
nation-wide scale were called into action. With what result? According 
to the latest figures available, less than one-half the people entitled to vote 
took the trouble to do so. 

Much the same thing is recorded in Canada. and even in Great Britain, 
where the proportion is higher, rarely more than 70 per cent. of the vote is 
polled. 

What is the reason? <Ave the people really apathetic, uninterested and 
indifferent as to what principles and policies shall be effective in the legisla- 
tion and administration of their public affairs, or is there something radically 
wrong with the electoral systems in vogue? Even admitting a considerable 
degree of apathy and heglect on the part of the individual voter, it cannot 
alone be accountable for the fact that, as a rule, only three out of every five

In the last Canadian general elections, the Conservative voters in the 
Province of Quebec might just as well have refrained from votinig for all 
the effect the ballots cast by them had on the representation of dhat Province 
in the House of Commons. In Nova Scolia, 186,000 Conservative, Progressive 
and Labor voters, 47 per cent. of the total, were as effectually disfranchised | 
as if their names had been struck off the voters’ lists in advance of polling. ; 
In Alberta and Saskatchewan, supporters of Liberal and Conservative can- 
didates and poticies found themselves without representation. Is it any won- 
der many voters. say: “What’s the use?” and go on with their own private 
business affairs. 

“The truth is, and the masses of the people are coming to realize the fact 
even if the politicians do not, that, while we now enjoy universal suffrage, 
the votes of individuals have not equal value. The votes of a bare majority 
are 100 per cent. effective, but let a group, no matter how numerous, be in a 
minority of one, and they are deprived of all representation. What incentive 
is there in such a condition to a man or woman to drive many miles to cast 
what they well know in advance will be an ineffective ballot? 2 

The popular cry of a generation ago, “One may, one vote,” requires re- 
placement by a newer slogan, “One vote, one value.” Only so can what 
now appears to be sheer apathy and neglect on the part of the voters be 
overcome. Give them some reasonable assurance that their votes will be a 
real factor in determining the result of an election, and much of the present 
indifference will disappear. :

Canadian Waters Kept. 
Stocked With Fish 


Many Hatcheries Operated Between 
' Atlantic and Pacific 

In order that Canadian waters may 
be kept well stocked with fish of high 
quality, the federal department of mar- 
ine and fisheries operates ‘forty-one 
fish hatcheries most advantageously 
situated batween the Atlantic and the 
Pacific, and from these hatcheries 
spawn {is distributed for the replenish- 
ing-of the inland waters. So far as 
practicable the distribution is arrang- 
ed on a “standard” basis. Streams 
and lakes are exaniined and classified 
according to thelr physical condition, 
the extent to which they are fished, 
and their general-yalue from a fish- 
producing standpoint.

Considerable Increase Is 
Recent Returns 
An indication of the Increase in the 
value of effects brought into Canada 
by settlers from the Unitcd States is 
shown in the ‘latest report of the de- 
partment .of trade and commerce.

$3,129,339 were brought from the

Beekeeping On Vancouver Island |

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Certified Seed Potatoes 


Freedom From Disease is of Funda- 

mental Impertance 

The potato has been greatly improv- 
ed from a cropping standpoint by ihe 
system of ssed potato certification car- 
ried on by the department of agricul- 
ture at Ottawa. Not only does it en- 
sure a crop practically free from dis- 
ease, but as a result of this a greatly 
improved yielding ability. As polnt- 
ed out bythe Dominion botanist in an 
address before the select standing 
committee on agriculture, disease is 
a very important factor in reducing 
yield. That is to say, freedom from 
disease is of fundamental importance 
din the potato growing industry. It is 
immaterial how true a variety may be 
to name and type, says the Dominion 
botanist, so long as it is not sound it 
will never produce a satisfactory crop. 
Experiments at the central  experi- 
mental farm carried on some years 
ago with by no means that type of 
potato which the present certification 
service is producing today, yielded < 
crop of 450 bushels to the acre. In 
a table included in the address, it was 
shown that the ten-year average of 
the crop grown from certified seed was 
2388 bushels to the acre. It is assum- 
ed from these figures and from other 
experience, that the yleld of potatoes 
on the farms of Canada may be in- 
creased fifty per cent. at least by the 
use of certified seed. - 


Good Prices For Wool 


Price This Year Thirty Per Cent. 
Better Than Formerly 

Twenty-four cents net per pound in 
Saskatchewan and 241, cents per 
pound in Manitoba, net at their sta- 
tions, was received by farmers of the 
two provinces for their wool crop mar- 
keled through the Canadian Co-opera- 
tive Wool Growers. Up to November 
1st, 224,000 pounds of wool had been 
shipped from the two proviitces, rep- 
resenting S71 producers, 315 from 
Manitoba and 656 from Saskatchewan. 
There has been a substantial improve- 
ment in grading and the net price is 
30 p.c. betler than in 1923. ‘There is 
reported an increase in the demand for 


‘goods made from Canadian wool. 


B.C. Potato Show 

Final plans have been completed for 
the holding in Vancouver of the an- 
nual British Columbia potato show and 
seed exhibit.

Natural Resources Bulletin 


In Canada 

The Natwal Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terior at Ottawa, says: 

Fishing through the ice in winter is 

one of the activities of farmers and 
settlers in many parts of Canada, es- 
pecially in the neighborhood of Jakes. 
This industry is one of considerable 
importance in Western Canada, par- 
ticularly among the northerly lakes. 
The lack of railways or highways and 
distance from markets precludes the 
taking of the fish in the open season, 
as there are no means of packing the 
fresh fish for market. With winter, 
however, fishing is carried on yery ex- 
tensively, and large numbers of teams 
are engaged in delivering the frozen 
fish to the nearest railway point. 
The most important fish taken Is the 
whitefish, although pickerel, lake trout 
and other species are taken in consid- 
Brable numbers. When taken the fish 
are allowed to freeze solid, and ‘are 
brought in piled up ‘like firewood on 
sleighs, 

The cold waters of the northern 
lakes produce fish of exceptional qual- 
ity, the flesh not becoming soft, as is 
often the cage with that of fish taken 
in the warm waters of the more 
southerly lakes and streams. 

A large trade has been built up with 
the cities of Canada, as also in the 
middle and eastern states, and good 
prices are obtained for the winter 
catch of fish. 

In Ontario and Quebec, however, 
the Winter fishing in the smaller lakes 
and rivers is done for the purpose of 
securing a domestic food supply, and, 
while there is no means of knowing to 
what extent this is carried on, there 
is no doubt whatever that. consider- 
able quantities are taken. In this 
way the fisheries provide a valuable 
source of food and a change in dict 
of many who are not always within 
reach of a fresh meat supply. 


New Hungarian Settlement 


Reported Large Area of Land to be 
Purchased In Indian Head District 
A comprehensive immigration 
scheme. which will wtimately result ‘in 
the bringing of 1,000 Hungarian set- 
tlers ang the purchase of 200,000 acres 
sof furms in Western Canada was out- 
lined at Winnipeg by Aladar De Ged- 
con, president of the Budapest Agri- 
cultural Association, who has been in- 
vestigating agricultural conditions in 
the prairie provinees during tho past 
four months. 

Mr. Gedeon, who has large inter- 
ests in Eastern Hungarian farm lands, 
announced that he had decided to set- 
tle in Western Canada and had com- 
pleted negotiations for the purchase 
of 10,000 acres at Indlan Head, Sasik., 
which will form the nucleus of his 
personal estate. | Altogether, he said, 
he would require 20,000 acres.

Approving the spirit of a suggestion 
to form a Canadian institute for hor- 
ticultural research, a meeting of horti- 
cultural enthusiasts appointed a eom- 
mittee to consider the details of or- 
ganization. It was stated that the 
benefits to be derived from a national 
institute for plant research would be 
felt by all branches of industry in the 
Dominion, ag a product resultiag from 
research would be worthy at once to 
enter commerce. Not the least otf 
the activities of the institute would be 
to find a way to further the manufac- 
ture of raw plant products in Canada, 
which products are now largely manu- 
factured abroad.

Since 
that time she has steadily consolidat- 
ed her position as a world fur market, 
until now she is firmly established in 
the opinion of buyers from all parts 
of the globe. . 

Viewing the next progressive step, 
it is gratifying to find indication of de- 
velopment inthe fur goods industry 
of Canada. Not only is Canada the 
greatest producer of furs for the re- 
mainder of the globe, as attested by 
the number of buyers whieh come to 
her sales fron} every part of the world, 
but by reason of her climates she has 
to retain a substantial portion of the 
catch herself or buy {t back in a man- 
ufactured state. 

The fur goods indusiry of Canada 
centres mainly about the provinees of 
Ontario and Quebec, where there aro 
respectively 116 and 62 establish- 
ments. ‘There are 21 establishments 
in Manitoba, 7 in Alberta, 6 cach in 
Saskatchewan and British Columbia, 
and 2 in New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia. The value of the annual pro- 
duction by provinces is as follows:. 
Ontario, $6,342,793; Quebec, $5,502,- 
165; Manitoba, $564,057; Alberta, 
$208,288; Britlgh Columbia, $68,053; 
Saskatchewan, $67,843; and the two

United Grain Growers’ Have ‘A 
Prosperous Year 

In his address at the 18th annual 
meeting of the United Grain Growers’ 
Ltd., held recently at Calgary, Hon. T. 
A. Crerar, the president, and a former 
federal minister of agriculture for 
Canada, stated that the net profit of 
the company for the year ended on 
August, 1924, was $552,433.12, or 12 
per cent. of the combined capital and 
surplus of the company. 

An eiznt per cent. dividend was 
pald to shareholders of the company 
jin September last on the capital stock, 
umounting to $228,176.17. The bal- 
ance of profit was placed to the credit 
of profit and loss vecount which is now 
$492,000, 

The president stated that the cur- 
| re nt assets of the company amounted 
to $4,706,804.17 against current Habill- 
ties of $1,887,226.41. Current lia- 
bilities had not increased during tho 
year while current assets had inereas- 
ed by $800,000. . 

C. Rice Jones, vice-president, dealt 
with the operations of the cattle pool, 
staling that since the commencement 
of the pool more than $45,000 profit 
had been distributed to the shippers. 
Durig the year ended June 30, 1924, 
j the pool hauled 100,835 head of cattle. 


A Record Salmon Pack 

British Columbia has had a record 
pack of salmon this year, practically 
all of which has been disposed of. The 
total pack amounts to 1,650,000 cases, 
18 pounds to the case, of the aggregate 
value of approximately $10,000,000. 
The previous highest pack on record 
was in 1916, when the total was 1.616,- 
517 cases.

Claim Ocean Leaks 
Cause Earthquakes 


Is Generated By Steam and 
Lava Says Astronomer 

Leaks in the bottom of the ocean 
are the prime cause of earthquakes 
and volcanoes, Capt. T. J. J. See, Unit- 
ed States Government astronomer at 
Mare Island, Calif., told the Common- 
wealth Club, San Francisco. Basing 
his earthquake-volcano theory upon a 
study of such phenomena since the 
San Francisco disaster of 1906, Capt. 
See has come to the conclusion that 
sea floors contain certain “leaks.” 
Water seeps down through the earth’s 
crust to merge with the hot molten 
rock far below and, by increasing the 
volume of the molten mass as well as 
by the creation of steam, sets two 
mighty forces at work altering the 
contour of the enveloping earth crust. 

“~The molten rock swells,” he said, 
“and causes periodic readjustments of 
the lava beneath the crust. The ex- 
panding mass finds relief by expulsion 
toward the land and thus builds up a 
mighty mountain wall along the sea- 
shore.” 


Mother’s Apple Pie 


A Recipe For Which Is Claimed 
Considerable Merit 

Almost any housekeeper’ can make 
apple pie but there are good and bet- 
ter sorts of apple pie. The pamphlet, 
entitled “Canadian-Grown Apples,” is- 
sued by the fruit branch of the de- 
partment of agriculture at Ottawa, 
gives a recipe for Mother’s Apple Pie, 
which undoubtedly has merit above 
some other hinds. 

Fill the space between the crusts 
with Canadian-grown apples, sliced 
thin, rounding up the slices so as to, 
make a very full pie. Add two or 
three tablespoons of water and bake 
in a slow oven. © When cooked, with 
a sharp knife cut around the pie be- 
tween the two crusts and carefully lift 
off the upper crust; add one-half cup 
of sugar, c few grains of salt, a table- 
spoon of butter and a little nutmeg. 
Mix thoroughly, and spread evenly 
over the fruit. Replace the upper 
crust, pressing it down to meet the 
apples, if necessary, and sift powder- 
ed sugar over the top. Serve, when 
slightly cooled, with cream and sugar.

This 
prediction was virtually correct, as 
earthquakes in Java were reported on 
November 12 and 13. Many native 
towns were said to have been destroy- 
ed by landslides and one village was 
reported to have completely disappear- 
ed into the river.

Geneva.—Great Britain has inform- 
ed the League of Nations that the Brit: 
ish Government will not recognize that 
any signature by Egypt of the peace 
protocol will give Egypt the right to 
appeal to the League of Nations on 
matters connected with the Anglo- 
Egyptian dispute. The British note 
to the league says Great Britain will 
not accept any interference, whether 
it be by Egypt, the League of Nations, 
or any individual government on mat- 
ters touching the Sudan.

COUNSEL SUBMITS 
| ARGUMENT ON 
RATES QUESTION 


Ottawa.—"In my opinion, a cardinal 


axiom of government has been violat- 
;ed and parliament has been flouted.” 

Thus H. J. Symington, K.C., coun- 
sel for the prairie provinces, express- 
ed himself in referring to the recent 
order of the board of railway com- 
missioners setting aside the Crow’s 
Nest westbound rates. Basing his 
appeal op constitutional grounds, Mr. 
Symington, in the course of a lengthy 
address to the privy council, requested 
a summary rejection of the recent 
majority judgment of the board or 
railway commissioners. 

Mr. Symington’s argument, briefly 
put, was that parliament had never 
relinquished control of maximum rail- 
way rates, that the principle of par- 
liamentary control had been accepted 
by the railway commission itself, that 
the rates provided for in the Crow's 
Nest Pass agreement were authorized 
by parliament, and that the only body 
that could alter or rescind them was 
parliament itself. The constitution 
by parllament of a body with jurisdic- 
tion over railway rates had in no way 
impaired the control of parliament 
over these maximum rates, he insisted,

The area planted in Canada to pota- 
toes this vear is provisionally estimat- 
ed at 563,899 acres, as compared with 
560,042 aeres Just year. The 
age yield per acre is estimated for the 
whole of Canada at L039 ewl., as against 
99 ewt. last year, and the total vield is 
placed, therefore, at 58,096,000 ewt. as 
compared with 55,497,000 ewt in 1920, 
The total value of the crop is esti- 
mated at $52,600,000 as compared with 
$56,897,500 last year, the average per 
ewt. being 93 cents this year as 
against $1.02 last vear. By provinces, 
the average yield per were is highest 
in New Brunswick, 155.8 ewt.: the 
yields of the remaining provinces 
averaging In cwt. as follows: Prince 
adward Island, 155; British Columbia, 
108; Nova Scotia, 107; Quebee, 105;

Butter Output 


Production More Than Doubled 
Some Parts of Saskatchewan 

Another record is_established by the 
dairy industry in Saskatchewan, the 
October output of creamery butter 
reaching a peak of 1,129,010 pounds, | 
as compared with 596,295 in the same 
mouth last year. This represents an 
increase of 89.4 per cent. over the Oc- 
tober, 1923, output. 

From January to October this year 
the aggregate output of creamery but- 
ter in the province was 12,189,360 
pounds, compared with 9,677,358 
pounds during the first 16 montlis of 
1923. This represents an increase of 
2,512,002 pounds, or 25.9 per cent. 

Production in the central portion of 
the province has been more than 
doubled for October, the figures for 
this area being 506,044 pounds in Oc- 
tober, against 212,551 pounds the same 
month Jast year, an increase of 138.1 
per cent. In the southern section of 
the province the production for the 
month totalled 314,063 pounds, com- 
pared with 180,573 pounds, October, 
1928, an increase of 78.6 per cent, 
while production in the northern part 
of the province was 308,903 pounds 
last month, in comparison with 202,- 
$71 pounds the same period last year, 
an increase of 52.38 per cent. 

Peak production of creamery butter 
is usual in Saskatchewan between 
June and August, inclusive, but this js 
the first time production has exceeded 
|i million pounds in October. A sub- 
stantial increase in creamery produc- 
tion for November of this year is antl- 
cipated,

New Cure Foi Tuberculosis 


Danish Professor Claims Experiments 
With Invention Have Been 
Successful 
A new cure for tuberculosis has 
been discovered by Professor Moil- 
gard, a Dane, who has carried out suc- 
cessful experiments with patients in 
the hospitals with a vaccine taken 
from bwo apes in the Copenhagen zoo. 
The cure is known as the gold cure, 
and consists of the preparation of sul- 
phur sodium of gold which is termed 
sanocrysin, which is injected a few 
days after the ordinary serum.

Success With Alfalfa 


By Jas. D. McGregor, Glencarnock 
Stock Farms, Brandon, Man. 
(Part 1) 

Only by the diversification of farm 
crops can the farmer in any section 
protect himself against the conditions 
that continually and inevitably arise. 
We find that the successful, the 
practical, the experienced alike recog: 
nize that highly profitable farming can 
only be attained by reducing the un- 

certainties to a minimum. 

Notwithstanding this, any farm, no 
matter the size, where stock either of 
necessity or profit is to be fed, must, 
to facilitate an economical supply ot 
feed, cultivate the crops that give 
greatest returns, and to alfalfa and 
sweet clover is the honor due. 

Alfalfa seems to travel hand in 
hand with a spirit of optimism. It 
is the spirit which pervades wherever 
alfalfa is used. In no crop are the 
possibilities so apparent, and the re 
sults so noticeable to the farmer as 
alfalfa. 

My first experience in the growing 
of alfalfa was in 1907. At that time 
I was ranching in Alberta and had 
broken up a small field which was 
used for a garden. I had been read- 
ing about alfalfa, became very much 
interested and planted this small field 
to Turkestan alfalfa. I got a splen- 
did catch und it yielded a real good 
crop for two years and then winter- 
killed. About that time I first heard 
of Grimm's alfalfa seed and the ex- 
periments which were.peing made by 
Professor Hansen at Brooking, S. Dak. 
Two young men had been assisting 
him in his experiments and _ they 
started an alfalfa fleld, growing seed 
from selected plants. Quite by accl- 
dent I heard of these young men and 
went to see them, and the result was 
I purchased a quantity of seed from 
them. Enough to sow fifty acres in 
rows three feet apart. .This seed was 
sown in a very dry part of Alberta, 
between Lethbridge and Medicine Hat, 
and we sowed all this particular seed 
with small hand garden drills and 
kept it clean. by hand-hoeing and cul- 
livating. The second year I har- 
vested about 24,000 pounds of clean 
seed and ihis was distributed through- 
out Alberta. I also brought a quan- 
lity of it to Brandon, and sowed it on 
my farms there, 

This seed was probably the parent 
seed of a good deal of the alfalfa which 
is being grewn in Alberta today. The 
fields in Brandon which were sown 
with this seed turned out very suc- 
cessfully. Some of these fields are 
still producing alfatfa from this first 
sowing, but the most of this original 
sowing has been plowed up now on 
account of quack and other Brnsses 
getting into them. One field which 
we have today is about fifteen years 
old and up until last year has produc- 
ed a very good tonnage each year, | 

We always produce considerable | 

| 


seed off our alfalfa fields each year 
and some of this seed on our Glen-; 
carnock farms in Manitoba I have tak- | 
en back again to Alberta and sown 
there on our 
splendid recults. 
We are never bothered with winter 
killing which seems to be the great- 
est difficulty with alfalfa in Western 
Canada, but, of course, our fields have 
all been planted with seed which is a 
direct result of my first importation 
mentioned above.

Southern Alberta 


The following essay was written 
by Crystal Aarsby, and won First 
Prize at Chinook Fair this year. The 
prize was donated by the Imperial 
Lumber Co., for best essay on “Diver- 
sified arming, suitable for Southern 
Alberta.” Essay’ to be written by 
High School pupil. 

Many farmers of Southern Al- 
berta, like hundreds of others of 
Western Canada, are being driven 
to explore the oft proven possi- 
bilities of poultry, dairying, hog 
raising and cattle feeding as side 
lines to the raising of their prin- 
cipal cash crop. They are learn- 
ing that diversification is one of 
the fundamentals of a permanent 
agriculture.
